Columbus, 0., June 20.—As the re- 


sult of the agreement reached here 
between John H. Winder, representing 
the Ohio operators, and the state ex- 
ecutive board of the United Mine 
Workers, 35,000 striking miners in 
Ohio, Idle since April 1, are enabled to 
go-to work. Until March 21, 1903, 
the trailers will receive the wage scale 
of 1903, for which they have been hold- 
ing out. They may make ^ome con- 
cessions in the way of local conditions. 
The miners will go to work as soon as 
the mines are ready to be worked, and 
by next Monday morning it Js expected 
that nearly all the men will be on duty.

RATE MEASURE 


HELD BACK 


Conferees Will Not Report It Until 


v 
Last Week of SessiM. 


Washington, June 20, -From pres 


ent indications, the conferees on trfe 
railroad rate regulation bill will not 
report an agreement until some time 
next week, which in all probability will 
be the last of the session. The pur- 
pose of withholding their report, it is 
said, is to avoid a repetition of the 
long debate in the senate which fol- 
lowed the lecent report of the confer- 
ees. 
This dfbate resulted in sending 


the bill back to conference. 


Con \ers>a.tious conferees have had 


with various members of the senate 
and house indicate that there are only 
thiee amendments that are giving tiou- 
ble. These are the pipe-line amend- 
ment which makes pipe lines common 
carriers, the commodity amendment, 
and that which requires that the inter- 
state commerce commission shall be 
given five days' notice before hear- 
ings are gi anted upon applications for 
inujnctions setting aside orders of the 
commission. The controversy over the 
pipe-line amendment can be disposed 
of by the change in the commodity 
amendment.

would provide that railroads instead 
of "common c.i.ilers" shall not engage 
in can > in? commc-l.ties which they 
produce1

This is a political argument which has 
given much concern, and the house 
conferees during recent sessions h»ve 
insisted that this amendment be elim- 
inated for the reason that' it would 
establish a precedent for similar legis- 
lation in the interests of labor.

Tak« Appropriate Action on the Death 


of Governor Pattison. 


Columbus, O., -June 20.—Lieutenant 


Governot Andrew L. Harris, who as- 
sumed the duties of the office of gover- 
nor on his arrival here, declined to be 
drawn into a discussion of Sunday 
laws, saying that was a matter that 
came under the tead of policies. 
Hei 


said: "I have requested Secretary 
Houck and the clerks in this office to 
remain for the present, and they have 
kindly agreed to do so." The political 
Change wrought by the hand of death 
came so suddenly as to catch some of- 
fi'ceseekers unaware, but was not too 
sudden to keep others from acting in 
anything but good taste. At the state- 
house applications for jobs under Gov- 
ernor Harris were received from Re- 
publican applicants who must have 
mailed their hurried requests within 
an hour or so of the death of Pattison. 


In the brief time Governor Harris 


was at the capitol he permitted him- 
self to pei form only one official act, 
'{he issuing ot a proclamation of the 
death of his predecessor, and it is his 
Intention not w exercise further func- 
tions of the office unless an imperative 
emergency should present itself until 
after the obsequies, which will be the 
'ast honor paid to the deceased chief 
executive. 


The state officials met to take 


appropriate action on the death of 
Governor Pattison. It was decided to 
attend the funeral of the late gover- 
nor, which will be held at Milford 
Thursday afternoon at 2 o'clock. A 
'special train will be run from Colum- 
bus to convey the state's representa- 
tives. Committees were appointed to 
draft resolutions and have charge of 
preparations for the funeral, and it 
was decided to close the state,house ail 
day Thuisday. The following were 
named as honorary pallbearers: Judge 
John A. Shauck, State Secretary L. C. 
JLaylin, State Auditor Guilbert, Insur- 
ance

Vorys, Mayor 


Dempsey of Cincinnati, Mayor Johnson 
of Cleveland, Mayor Whitlock of To- 
ledo, Senator Williams, H. C. Garber, 
Speaker Thompson, J. W. Faulkner, 
representing the press; J. E. Heffel- 
finger of Springfield and Rev. Lucien 
Clark, pastor King Avenue'Methodist 
church at Columbus, who was chap- 
lain of Governor Pattiscn's regiment. 


Tlhe special train carrying the state 


officials to the funeral* will leave over 
the Pennsylvania at 9 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning. Governor Karris will be 
one of the party. 


Secretary Houck related his experi- 


ences with GOTeTivoFPattison in recent 
weeks. Mr. Houck said: "He kept say- 
ing that he would get well. 'I have so 
many things to attend to when I get to 
Columbus, senator,' he said to me 
many times as he lay on his sick bed. 
'I can't carry out all the things that 
have been promised, of course I can't; 
but I want to do the best I can; that's 
all any man can do, is it not, senator? 
But I want to go to work just as soon 
as I'm on my feet again. Just as soon 
as I get well I am' going to do the very 
best I can for the people of Ohio.'" 


While Governor Harris will *etain 


Governor Pattison's "official family" 
for the time being, he is expected to 
name a secretary before long. Among 
those mentioned for this place are for- 
mer Oil Inspector John R. Malloy, 
Judge Charles C. Lemert of Kenton, 
who was executive clerk under Her- 
rick, and Randolph W. Walton of Co- 
lumbus, who was commission clerk 
under Herrick. 


General Harris will draw a salary of 


$10,000 for the next two and one-hali 
years, and is the first governor to re- 
ceive more than $8,000. The salary 
was raised by the legislature tills 
spring, but the increase could not ap- 
ply to the incumbent.
